If voters approve article four at the 
special town meeting December 16, 
Wilmington will have to find a way, 
other than betterments, to fund local 
sewer projects. 

At their meeting Monday night, 
selectmen unanimously approved 
the eight article warrant which 
included the proposed change in 
funding submitted by Town 
Manager Michael Caira. 

Article four asks voters to 
reconsider the present funding 
mechanism, which limits the town's 
share of the cost to 50 percent and 
requires abutters to pick up the 
remainder in betterment fees. In 
order to change the 50 percent 
requirement the town would have to 
petition the General Court to amend 
the Acts of 1958. 

Caira told selectmen he submitted 
the article because of the recent 
outcry against proposed betterment 
costs to homeowners in the path of 
the Northeast Interceptor Sewer 
Project. He noted, in the past, 
federal and state grants helped 
defray those costs. Caira said there 
were some drawbacks to the article. 
These include charging all tax- 
payers for a service which will only 
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be enjoyed by a few. He also raised 
the issue of possible abatements to 
homeowners currently paying 
betterments. 

Selectman Mark Haldane favofed 
the article saying since the sewer is 
beneficial to the entire town the cost 
should be shared by all. Fellow 
selectman Bob Cain a; 

"This looks like a little bit of 
taxation without representation,” 
noted Bob Doucette adding he 
feared there were too many 
unanswered questions. 

Chairman Dan Ballou agreed to the 
article because it would give the 
voters "a voice" in the decision 
making process. 

"This article here may have merit," 
he said. 

Caira explained if the article 
passes, sewer projects in the future 
could be paid by such methods as 
bond authorization or a debt 
exclusion, 

Selectmen are also sponsoring four 
other articles, The remainder were 
submitted by local petitioners. 
Article one asks voters to amend the 
current budget to deal with a 
$416,869 deficit. Article two asks

parcels to the housing authority for 
a home for autistic children. The 
housing authority would now like to 
use one of the lots on Houghton 
Road for an affordable home to be 
developed by the Wilmington 
Community Development Corp- 
oration, according to WHA 
Executive Director Ella Belmore. 


Article three asks the town to 
reconsider an article at last April's 
town meeting to appropriate $7,000 
for the construction of the 
Northeast Interceptor Sewer 
System.

Article five seeks authorization for 
selectmen to sell a parcel of surplus 
town land on the easterly side of St. 
Paul Street. The lot is 3,000 square 
feet and is assessed at $1500 
according to Caira. 

Articles six through eight were 
submitted by local residents and ask 
respectively, to rescind funding for 
the controversial sewer project, to 
rezone parcels on Hopkins Street 
from R60 to R20, and to remove 
restrictions on a deed issued to 
Mary DelNinno. 


Commissioners shocked at 
environmental study for sewer

Water and Sewer Commissioners 
seemed stunned Wednesday upon 
learning they would have to prepare 
an Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR) for the Northeast Interceptor 
Sewer Project. The Commission 
had requested a waiver from the 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act (MEPA) requirement. 
MEPA officials denied the waiver 
and asked that an EIR be submitted 
because of the amount of wetlands 
impacted by the sewer work. 

In a meeting last week with Town 
Manager Michael Caira and Project 
Manager Emile Hamwey, commis- 
sioners likened MEPA's unexpec- 
ted decision to "droppirig a bomb." 

"I thought the Conservation 
Commission with their order of 
conditions covered us," said 
Commissioner Noel Baratta. 

"I thought they did MEPA's job for 
them," noted Caira. He added it was 
his feeling the scope of work in the 
MEPA decision was the same as that 
in the order of conditions. 

Hamwey, who is affiliated with 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, 
pointed out it is rare for an EIR to 
be réquired with a strong order of 
conditions such as was placed on the 
Wilmington project. He did add, 
however, that MEPA may have felt 
the Conservation Commission left 
"an open door" by allowing the 
hearing process to be reopened to 
discuss such things as construction 
techniques. According to 
Conservation Administrator Eileen 
Chabot, the "open door" was placed 
in the order because more details 
were needed that weren't 
forthcoming from the water and 
sewer commission. 

In ensuing, discussion, officials 
tried to determine how MEPA 
arrived at its decision. Baratta said 
he discussed the issue with MEPA 
spokesman Dave Shepardson and 
learned that agency was unhappy 
with the lack of an approved plan 
for the disposal of hazardous waste 
at one site, with the lack of a 1990 
update of the town's Master Sewer 
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Plan, and lack of an outline of 
construction techniques which was 
promised but never delivered. 

Officials felt some of the letters 
written by residents and other state 
agencies may have played a large 
part in the decision. 

"If there was no public outcry they 
might have looked at this 
differently,” said Hamwey. Baratta 
called the letter from the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority "a real clincher" because 
that agency questioned capacity 
constraints downstream. Baratta 
said he informed Shepardson 
Wilmington's sewer assessment 
covers the town's right to expand its 

er line, 

at's what we're paying for," he 
said adding "politics" may have had 
something to do with the MEPA 
decision. 

Board Chairman Arthur Smith 
noted whatever is done today will 
have a long range effect for the next 
20 years. He said commissioners are 
only trying to put the sewer line in 
the path of Wilmington's wellfields 
so all pollutants can be drawn out of 
the town's water supply. Smith said 
the nursing home on West Street has 
withdrawn its $150,000 donation to 


help defray the six million dollar 
cost of the new line and General 
Electric will follow suit with its one 
million dollar donation if work 
doesn't begin within six months. 

Caira was angry that neither 
himself nor the water and sewer 
department received a copy of the 
decision or accompanying corres- 
pondence from residents. He 
suggested the next step might be to 
improve communication with 
MEPA and set up a meeting of town 
and state officials to discuss the EIR 
requirement, Hamwey agreed. 

"Somehow we've got to bridge the 
gap of no communication that exists 
right now. What I think is at stake 
here is the entire concept of 
sewering this community," he said. 

Baratta pointed out the EIR could 
cost the town between $200,000 and 
$300,000 and take up to a year to 
complete. All seemed to agree 
MEPA's decision could have far 
reaching effects on the town's 
Master Plan and could delay the 
sewer project for years. 

On Monday, Caira informed 
selectmen the meeting between town 
and state officials had taken place 
that same day. No other information 
was forthcoming.

Gifted program 
back on track

After‘hearing an eloquent plea by 
one parent to retain the school's 
gifted and talented program, 
members of the Wilmington School 
Committee last week voted five to 
two to reconsider previous action 
and hire three teachers for the after 
school classes. Those hired were 
Phyllis Bilowz for the Shawsheen 
School, Coral Stratos for ‘the 
Woburn Street and Wildwood 
Schools, and Sandra Curtin for the 
West Intermediate. In addition, 
Supt. William Fay was directed to 
come up with someone to fill the 
position at the North Intermediate. 
Don Cassidy, who has a fifth 
grader in the program at the 
Woburn Street School, told 
committeemen when they refused to 
vote in program leaders, “all of us 
felt this was a real blow to us." He 
argued, if gifted youngsters aren't 
offered special classes, they could 
be at higher risk for misbehavior, 
psychological, and drug problems 
as well as suicide, Cassidy called the 
program a necessity. 
The gifted and talented program 


went from an in-school program 
costing $40,000 tb an after-school 
program costing $4,000. At their 
last meeting, committeemen refused 
to, fund teachers for the classes 
because of the growing deficit. On 
Wednesday, committee members 
learned their $200,000 share of the 
town's deficit was now $188,000. 
Peg Kane, who voted against hiring 
a teacher at the Shawsheen School, 
reversed her decision when 
contacted by Cassidy. 

"My only concern was moncy," 
said Kane, adding, "I really think 
we need to hear from the public." 

Dr, Shirley Callan remained firm 
in her vote against hiring the 
teachers saying, "At this point in 
time I'm against spending any more 
money." 

"It's not just money, it's just kids," 
said Phil Fenton. 

In related business the board voted 
four to three to hire Rita Boudreau 
as a part time secretary at the 
central office. As part of her job, 
Boudreau will take minutes at 
school committee meetings. The job 
pays $15,000. 


New owner tries

Employee courses 
offered by schools

Chairman Aldo Caira questioned

Peg Kane noted there was still 
some "cloudiness" over the 
partnership, especially over 
Fessenden's role in it. Fay said they 
should stick to the issue.

Changes proposed 
in liquor licenses

Though they took no action on a 
request to lift three restrictions on 
local restauranteur's liquor license, 
the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
gave Rocco DePasquale the green 
light to pursue an entertainment 
license through the board of 
appeals. 

The former selectmen and owner 
of Rocco's Restaurant on Main 
Street met with selectmen Monday 
seeking several changes on the 
liquor license issued to restaurants. 
DePasquale's license expires this 
December 31. : 

In 1972 voters allowed restaurants 
having 100 or more seats to serve 
alcoholic beverages. That law was 
placed on the ballot at the instigation 
of DePasquale. Selectmen, in turn, 
placed eight conditions or 
restrictions on local liquor licenses. 
DePasquale argued that in the 
interest of allowing local 
restaurants to be competitive with 
those in neighboring towns, 
selectmen ought to amend or lift the 
following three conditions: that 
liquor only be served in a dining 
room, that a bar or lounge be 
prohibited from Wilmington 
facilities, and that a full menu be 
available during operating hours. 
“We've operated above board in 
the past and haven't tried to skirt the 
restrictions. But (now) I can't 
compete," DePasquale told this 


today. We want to be able to help 
and be positive," added Selectman 
Chairman Dan Ballou. 

Some officials noted a public 
hearing would be required, either 
through the board of selectmen, the 
board of appeals, or both.

Abstract art 
on display 


The Wilmington Council for the 
Arts will present this Thanksgiving 
Weekend a special exhibition of 
paintings as part of its continuing 
series of Autumn Art Events, Under 
the heading of "About Abstraction,"

Francis Toohey has a background

Water & politics

Politics influences water policy and 
vice versa. Recent events provide 
examples on the local, national and 
international scene. 

Anyone reading the Boston 
newspapers is familiar with the 
seemingly endless political 
harangues that center around the 
MWRA. For example, the current 
state budget contains a provision 
where MWRA water users would be 
assessed an extra 15 cents for every 
1000 gallons withdrawn from the 
State owned Quabbin Reservoir. 
This "water tax" would go to the 
state coffers, In &ffect, only the rate 
payers in the MWRA district would 
be helping bail out the state. 
Thankfully, Wilmington is not part 
of the MWRA water district. The 
MWRA has filed suit to block what 
it terms this "illegal tax" by the 
slate, 

Nationally, water may have 
contributed to the recent defeat of a 
referendum in Washington state that 
would have limited the terms of its 
Congressmen, One of the arguments 
against this draconian term 
limitation proposal was that 
Washington would lose its clout in 
Congress, thus giving more power 
to the California delegation. 
Residents of Washington are 
suspicious and fearful of 
California's thirst for the Columbia 
River. The thinking was that if 
Washington lost its seniority, 
including Speaker Thomas F. Foley, 
the large California delegation 
would be able to pass legislation 
allowing the diversion of more 
water from the Columbia River to 
sunny California. 

Another political battle over water 
is developing in a remote Colorado 
River valley. Here the residents are 
in a court fight with a large Denver 
corporation that wants to tap their 
underground water supplies with 
deep wells. The issue is whether to 


° 


allow the water to be exported to 
other parts of Colorado, New 
Mexico and Texas. Local farmers 
are concerned about the adverse 
effect the diversion will have on 
their irrigation needs. The state has 
also joined the fight saying that the 
proposed wells would decrease the 
flow of the Rio Grande River. 

While water seldom makes front 
page headlines, in the current 
Israel-Arab negotiations, it may 
become one of the most significant 
regional issues to be discussed. The 
Arabs believe that Israel is 
exploiting the area's water 
resources at their expense, 
Resolution of the water problem 
may form the foundation of a 
lasting peace. 

Much of the land won by Israel in 
the 1967 war contains some of the 
most valuable water supplies. Since 
most of the Middle East is arid, 
control of the groundwater and 
rivers is essential for economic 
growth. When Isracl seized the 
West Bank from Jordan, it not only 
secured its eastern borders, but also 
obtained access to a large aquifer, 
which is now being tapped by high 
capacity wells. They supply the new 
settlements that have sprung up in 
the hills along the West Bank. The 
major river in the area is the Jordan 
River. When Israel secured the 
Golan Heights from Syria, it was 
able to protect and control the 
Jordan River, which flows into 
Lake Galilee. This historic lake is 
the major source of water supply 
for Israel and its protection is 
obviously of utmost importance. 
Because of water's importance to 
our physical and economic health, 
politicians since the days of the 
Romans have tried to influence 
water policy. While it is not realistic 
to expect this influence to be 
eradicated, the thirst for power 
should not be at the expense of our 
drinking water.

There are two annoying aspects to cable television. One is 
MTV, the other is the new Outer Limits series, Wednesday 
nights on LGTV (local government television), There should be 
a voice-over just before the gavel strikes to open another Bill 
Fay-bashing-session. "Do not adjust your vertical or horizontal 
hold. There is nothing wrong with your television set. We are 
in complete control." Or better yet, a Rod Serling 
reproduction, "Presented for your consideration . . . Mrs. 
Shirley Callan, Phd., et al" 

Last week's tirade — the 47th — on Superintendent Bill Fay's 
contract proves there's nothing worse on the boob tube than a 
repeat episode. As the committee grapples with the package 
negotiated with Fay in 1989, Callan, the only member who was 
there then and now, suggests that this and that was done illegally. 

The real heavy and deep stuff came when The Doctor 
protested that "it was done behind closed doors." 

I know this is the Outer Limits but when has anyone's contract 
not been negotiated behind closed doors? It's been the domain 
of executive sessions since superintendents have been around, 
similar to The Doctor's own contract last year with the Lowell 
Public Schools. 

Tony Accardi is an Outer Limits junkie, familiar with the pain 
involved in watching and the requisite that it not be done 
immediately following dinner — like when you shouldn't go to 
Silver Lake. "These are the innuendoes that drive you crazy," 
said Accardi, who chaired the school committee in 1989 and, 
along with Callan, negotiated Fay's contract. Acoardi maintains 
that then-school counsel Harold Kowal. "went through the 
contract with a fine tooth comb" and that Callan's complaints on 
Fay's mileage allowance are ironic "because she pulled a 
no-show" the night the committee approved it in 1989. Kowal 
had been retained, incidentally, at Fay's recommendation. 

But last Wednesday night was probably one of the less 
frightening Outer Limits episodes. There were-no job reviews 
passed in from Callan's compatriot Peggy Kane, like the one last 
year calling the world's attention to Mr. Fay's drab wardrobe 
and his dire need for a subscription to GQ. Instead, we got a 
candy-coated speech to teachers defending their "commitment" 
to public education, a stellar pledge, undoubtedly born-again 
with $2.7 million (her figures) in cool, cash incentive. 

Was this the same Peggy Kane who condemned the teachers’ 
contract weeks earlier? Talk about a political double shuffle. 

Last week's edition of the Outer Limits reminded me of the 
Carol Sager days. The past superintendent, who preceded cable 
coverage, suffered under fire at the expense of being able to 
effectively administer. "It educationally handicapped her," said 
former chairman Accardi. Tragically, Fay has been similarly 
handicapped. The school committee marauders don't appreciate 
what he can do for kids and the system. 

There's an old story about John Stella, the interim 
superintendent of two years ago. Stella gave Fay the protocol 
tour during the last superintendent search process, Kids and 
teachers literally came out of classrooms and offices to greet 
him, more often than not offering embraces of deep and long 
held affection. "We hired him because he was an absolutely 
uniting force in the school system," said Accardi, 

But Callan keeps lecturing us on mileage and expenses, 
However, she never mentioned last Wednesday that she has her 
own expense voucher pending for the November trek to Cape 
Cod for the school committee convention — courtesy of you, 
her adoring constituency. 

Registration was $100.00, her room $196.00, and her mile- @ 
age and expense report are presently pending. The total cost for 
her jaunt to Hyannis last year, which came about the same time 
she was complaining about the schools’ phone bills, was just 
under $500.00 

Briefly in Politics... 

The Boston Herald, apparently not showing any respect for 
the deceased, took a shot right over the bow on Friday accusing 
the late Representative Fred F. Cain of influence peddling on 
Beacon Hill for personal financial gain, 

Herald editorial writer Rachelle G. Cohen said Cain's 
family members were major stockholders of Solid State 
Technologies, the Woburn firm (then in Wilmington) 
awarded the first contract to install the now-familiar motorist 
aid call boxes along the stretches of Massachusetts highways. 
Solid State won the bid about 1974 when Rep. Cain, a Democrat, 
held a seat on the powerful House Ways and Means Committee. 

"The state got call boxes, a powerful Democrat (Cain) made a 
buck or two," wrote Cohen last Friday. 

Since the 70's, the call-boxes have been criticized by public 
safety officials for their ineffectiveness. If you ever get stuck by 
box number 6555, you might as well slash your wrists, said one 
local motorist. 

Meanwhile, a new $6.3 million contract has been awarded to 
replace the existing system with a solar-powered cellular phone 
network, The new contract, having nothing to do with Cain, is 
being investigated by the House Post-Audit Committee. 

Wilmington Selectman Bob Cain, who ran for his father's 
House seat, said he was "surprised" by the article and that his 
father "was always committed to improving public safety, and 
the call boxes addressed that."

tee ak that I'm not alone in 
being outraged at Kevin Sowyrda's 
column of Nov. 6. After several 
years of reading "Frankly 
Speaking" I am not at all surprised 
by the sophomoric tone and juvenile 
name calling. It was the unusually 
vicious and mean-spirited substance 
(what little there was of it) that got 
my attention this time. 

There is no question that the issue 
of pay raises for teachers is a 
sensitive one, At a time when 
unemployment hovers at nine 
percent it may seem unreasonable, 
at first blush, that anyone should 
receive a raise. However, the issue 
is not as simple as Mr. Sowyrda 
would have us believe. 

Mr. Sowyrda describes a teachers' 
union that is somehow so powerful 
that they are able to demand and 
Teceive whatever raises they want. 
I'm not sure where he gets his 
information, but last I knew the 
teachers had a contract with the 
town. That means negotiations. That 
means that two parties must come to 
an agreement. That means that the 
School Committee or the Board of 
Selectmen (or both) are at least 
partly responsible. 

Furthermore, the union leadership 
that Mr. Sowyrda is so critical of is 
elected by the union membership to 
represent their interests. Did he 
really expect those leaders to turn 
down the raises that the town 
offered? Were they supposed to 
explain to the membership on whose 
behalf they were negotiating that the 
town had offered a two percent 
raise for the next year but the union 
negotiators had talked the town into 
no raise at all? Is this his idea of how 
collective bargaining works? My 
point is that the teachers alone do 
not determine their salaries. They 
take part in a process in which the 
two parties must share 
responsibility for the outcome. 
They cannot be faulted for 
accepting the best deal that is 
offered them, 

The larger problem with Mr. 
Sowyrda's mindless attack is that it 
misses the whole point. The 
problem is not that teachers make 
too much money, but that there is no 
money for any public services, For 
years we've watched taxes being cut 
on the local, state, and federal level. 
Mr. Sowyrda has applauded these 
moves at every turn whether it's 
Question 3, Prop 2 1/2, or capital 
gains. Does he really believe that 


these cuts could go on forever with 
no cuts in services? The tax cut 
pigeons have finally come home to 
roost. 

‘This attack on teacher's salaries is a 
desperate act by those who 
desperately wish to believe that they 
can get something for nothing, If we 
want quality education we must be 
willing to pay for it. The real 
question is not should we pay for it, 
but how do we pay for it. I would 
much rather be reading columns 
dealing with the inequities inherent 
in a flat state income tax or with 
why property taxes are a lousy way 
to pay for education,. The ensuing 
debate might even be constructive, 

These are indeed difficult times. 
Frustration runs high but singling 
out a small group to bear the brunt 
of one's anger at a situation that they 
did not create and have little power 
to change is not only unproductive 
but divisive. To do so in print is just 
plain cruel. The last thing we need is 
this sort of pettiness and 
back-biting. If solutions are to be 
found, they will be found by 
working together as a community. 
‘The teachers of Wilmington are a 
valued part of this community and 
do not deserve the treatment that 
Mr. Sowyrda and the Town Crier 
have given them.

Cressman deserves credit, not dismissal

As if the political landscape in Tewksbury wasn't bumpy enough, 
we now have Mrs. Jeanne Camara considering a run for selectman. 

Tom Camara rode to victory in the 1991 selectmen's election in 
large measure because of voter dissatisfaction with the way Charlie 
Coldwell handled the board of appeals. Simply put, Camara was 
the only candidate who stepped up to the plate at a juncture when 
people wanted to vote against the incumbent. 

Camara has threatened, but has not yet filed, a lawsuit against the 
town seeking millions in damages over what he says are illegal 
practices and civil rights violations made by the town concerning 
investigation of his yard at 5 Washington Street. The town claims 
Camara's yard holds hazardous materials and violates one or more 
zoning by-laws. He says otherwise, and threatens legal action. 

In litigious America that might seem a normal way of addressing 
a grievance, but most people in such a situation would simply clean 
their yard to avoid the expense and hassle. Granted, there are other 
properties in town that deserve official attention, and they'd better 


receive it or official credibility suffers. But Camara's legal threat - 


casts a pall over everything he says and does. How can he claim to 
be working in the town's best interests while threatening the town 
treasury with millions of dollars in damages? 

Now enter Jeanne Camara, his wife. 

Mrs. Camara has initiated a list of complaints against neighbor 
George Frotton, the lastest salvo in a long feud. She says the town 
must handle her complaints independent of the town's complaints 
about her "husband's property" at 5 Washington Street (her home, 
too) which is impossible. Because of her husband's lawsuit threat, 
anything carrying the Camara name is too hot to handle for town 
employees. She states, and rightly so, that by-laws should apply to 
everybody equally, but this is a special case. 

Town officials named as defendants in Camara's legal threat are 
legally handcuffed, so Tewksbury had to look elsewhere for help

on the Camara case, no matter which side has more legal merit. 

The town manager, acting on orders of the selectmen, hired an 
outside attomey and building inspector for all things related to the 
Camara issue, and now Mrs. Camara wants Dave Cressman fired 
for following his bosses’ orders, which is unfair. Among her other 
accusations she says Cressman did not have town meeting approval 
to hire an attomey and building inspector, but nothing was heard 
from concerned citizens when Cressman hired an attorney and 
stenographer for the appeals dismissal hearings. How interesting. 

Calling for the town manager's firing, from this writer's point of 
view, is an unreasonable demand by Mrs. Camara. Any blame for 
outside hiring falls upon the selectmen, who voted for it. Selectmen 
have taken no action on her request for Cressman's firing, and the 
town is well served by their inaction. 

I've never had any trouble talking with Tom or Jeanne Camara. 
Despite rumors*to the contrary, they are not insane or wild-cyed, 
and some of their complaints are unquestionably valid. Let them 
keep on complaining, because dissent keeps governments honest. 

From my vantage point, Dave Cressman has been and is an asset 
to Tewksbury, and voters should realize it. He avoids politics in his 
job, which is quite a task in a town where bean-ball is the game of 
choice, and he's a superb number-cruncher. Would Tewksbury 
have endured these difficult times better under the former system 
of budget preparation? Hardly. Taxpayers should also be thankful 
that Cressman's contract doesn't include pay for his overtime. 

Yes, Dave Cressman and I belong to the same Rotary club, Yes, 
our wives share common hobbies and laments (such as husbands 
who work countless hours). Ethics keep me from letting interview 
subjects become friends, but I happen to like Dave Cressman. His 
sense of humor needs improvement, but that's a minor issue. 

The voters will decide in April whether or not to support Jeanne 
Camara. Dave Cressman, however, deserves their support.

Health forum 
November 26 


Health care reform in the United 
States will be the subject of a forum 
sponsored by the Wilmington 
League of Women Voters on 
Tuesday, November 26 at 8 p.m. 
The public is cordially invited to 
attend this forum which will be held 
at the Fourth of July building across 
from Wilmington common. 

Since a study of health care in the 
U.S. was adopted at the League of 
Women Voters national convention 
in 1990, local leagues across the 
country have been examining the 
curfent status of health care in this 
country and evaluating public and 
private alternatives for the delivery 
and financing of health care. 

In developing a LWV position on 


this subject, local leagues will be 
attempting to determine what the 
goals of a health care policy should 
be, whether or not a basic level of 
care should be provided to all 
citizens, if there should be an 
equitable distribution of services 
and how that could be achieved, 
what cost control methods should be 
adopted and what criteria should be 
utilized in allocating or "rationing" 
health care. 

Since several places of legislation 
with health care reform are 
currently pending at both the state 
and federal levels, anyone who is 
interested in this timely and 
controversial subject is encouraged 
to attend the League's forum.

r host of hunting smells 


by Bill Conlon 

You stink. Nothing personal, but 
you really do reek, pal. 

Maybe you can't smell it, but deer 
certainly can. You smell of coffee, 
gasoline, cigarettes (whether or not 
you smoke), deodorant, shampoo, 
soap, shavirig cream, cologne and a 
dozen different foods, just to name 
afew. And if that isn't enough, you 
smell like a homo sapien, too. 

We smell like humans. Sorry. 

Smells come in varying levels. A 
hint of lilacs on the spring breeze is 
mild, while a bloated cow carcass is 
a "loud" smell. If you have to stink, 
be subtle, delicate, quiet. When the 
lord of the bucks moves downwind 
to catch your scent, don't yell. 

Hunters should use an unscented 
soap (if any) and leave outer clothes 
outside at night. Yes, your woolen 
pants may be frosty by morning, 
but they'll be nearly odor free. The 
clothes will warm up after you put 
‘em on, so act manly about it. 

No deodorants, no aftershave and 
no scented anything, naturally. The 
only thing more you can do to cut 
down on inherent human smell is to 
skip the beans, and don't eat meat 
for two weeks prior to deer season. 

I've yet to read any books about 
it, but a theory is afoot that humans 
smell like carnivores, which is bad 
news for herbivores like deer. The 
theory is an offshoot of research we 
did during Vietnam, in which we 
tried to chemically detect the bad 
guys by the food he ate. Hmmm. 

As for smoking in the woods, you 
must be crazy to even think it. Why 
not use loudspeakers and flares too? 

With our inherent odors cut back, 
we can now enjoy the amazing host 
of hunting smells on the market, 

There are three basic scents that 
hunters use: Buck attractors, buck 
infuriators and cover scents, 

Cover scents, as the name implies, 
are smells used to cover the smell 
of humanity. Milder examples are 
acorn juice, apple essence and earth 
smell, although I'm at a loss to see 
how they get the smell of raw dirt 
ina bottle. We'll get to the LOUD 
cover scents in a minute. 

Cover scents should be used when 
you're sitting and trying not to be 
noticed. But logic is needed. Don't 
use an apple smelf, for example, i 
there are no apple trees. That's like 
using smoke flavored scent. Dumb. 


Scatter a few drops of the cover: * 


scent around your stand, or store it 
in-a plastic film canister and open 
the top when you need it. A cloth 
wick in the bottle is helpful. 

More ... um ... amusing cover 
scents include skunk musk and fox 
urine, among others. 

My uncle had a bottle of fox stuff 
at camp once, and curiosity got the 
better of me. I'd heard of fox stuff, 
but I'd never had a whiff. Silly Bill 
forgot high school chemistry class 
and how to carefully test for smell. 
Damn near passed out. Vile stuff! 

A few drops of fox is plenty, as 
you don't want to smell like a town 
outhouse in Foxville. Go easy, arid 
think of how big a fox is when you - 
use it, Drops, not quarts, 

The other two scents mentioned, 
attractors and infuriators, affect the 
deer directly, with hormones. 

Buck attractor is doe scent, made 
from the urine of a doe in estrus. A 
sniff of receptive doe drives a buck 
crazy, but think before using it. 

You want the buck to be attracted, 
but you don't want him directing 
his attention right at you. (Don't be 
dirty-minded, okay?) If a buck is 
looking for a doe, he approaches on 
full alert, eyes and ears wide open. 
If the doe scent comes from your 
location, he'll be staring right at 
you, making it almost impossible to 
lift a gun, camera or bow. Leave 
the scent a few yards away. 

Sprinkle a few drops, to create a 
good "plume" of smell downwind, 


and pay attention to wind direction, 
He may approach from downwind, 
so try to place him 20 or so yards to 
one side for a clear shot. 

However, don't expect a buck to 
come roaring in just because there's 
a doe smell in the air. If his lord- 
ship knows there are no receptive 
does in his area, you won't fool him 
one bit. 

Doe scent can be used to create a 
trail, giving the buck a scent trail to 
follow. A pad of doe scent on your 
boot will do the trick, but keep the 
pad moistened. The buck expects to 
follow a trail that gets stronger as 
he goes along, not weaker. 

Buck infuriators, unlike the doe 
scents, are made from buck urine 
and tarsal gland secretions. Tarsal 
glands are the tufts of dark brown 
hair inside the knees of a buck, and 
tfe smell is nasty. These formulae 
make the buck think there's another 
buck muscling in on his turf, and 
he'll be quick to fix that situation. 
Deer can't really speak, but a lot 
can be said with smells, 

Like a doe scent, place the buck 
infurator somewhere other than on 
your person. A buck charging in 
with combat in mind is looking for 
the least little disturbance, and you 
can't surprise him easily. 

I'm not prepared to get into the 
finer points of using buck and doe 
smells to make your own "artificial 
sofape" on the ground, but there is 
a school of though regarding such. 
It's up to you. 

Don't expect compliments from 
your hunting buddies if you walk in 
to camp smelling like a warm doe,

or a fox in need of a diaper. The 
hunting scents aren't the top-selling 
aftershaves. And if your buddy is a 
card cheat, remember his truck and 
its upholstery, then add a skunk.

One of Tewksbury's finest told 
me this week that a moose might be 
living in the Great Swamp. One of 
the town's more "reliable" citizens 
reported the critter, but there have 
been no other reports to date. 


Speaking of moose, there was yet 
another moose incident in the Bay 
State, this time by the Ludlow exit 
on the Mass.

Unlike the September 21 incident 
in Natick, this time the police were 
able to secure the area and clear out 
the rubberneckers, which the state 
biologists insisted upon before they 
would do a thing. After a few small 
adventures the moose was shot with 
a 10cc dart of immobilant, and just 
trotted off. A second 10cc dart was 
used, and the moose kept walking. 
A half-hour after the first dart, the 
moose finally dropped, but after 15 
minutes of waiting it was still able 
to jump up when approached, then 
finally fell to the ground. A third 
dose was needed when the moose 
sat up while being driven down the 
interstate in a trailer. If the Natick 
moose was tranked like this one, it 
could have trampled the onlookers. 
State biologists would have been in. 
real hot water then, more than they 
were for killing the critter.

Environmental form had 80 
pages of reports, comments 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

There was good news and bad, in 
an 80 page or so notification which 
was received in Wilmington last 
week pertaining to the proposed 
Northeast sewer. ‘The-net result 
will probably be a delay in the 
construction of the Northeast sewer 
for a year or more. 

Important, in one sense, was the 
enclosure of an Environmental 
Notification Form (ENF) from the 
Massachusetts Office of Environ- 
mental Affairs. That letter was 
from Susan F. Tierney, secretary. 

Many firms and officials received 
copies. 

The town manager of 
Wilmington did not, nor did the 
Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. They are now 
supplied, by means of getting 
copies from other recipients. 

The Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners have been working for 
several years on the project with 
competent engineers, and with 
other persons in an advisory 
capacity. It is now possible they 
have several more years of work 
before them before construction of 
the sewer can be started. 

Early in the discussions received 
was the problem of  trichloro- 
ethylene (TCE) contamination of 
the Stickney Well in North 
Reading. Readers of the Town 
Crier will recall that the TCE came 
from the former General Electric 
plant on the North Reading line. 
Although the plant has been sold to 
Ametek, GE is required to pay for 
a new sewage treatment plant for 
the building. Faced with a biJl of 
$1.25 million for that new plant, 
GE is willing to pay $1 million 
toward the construction of the 
sewer main. The one fly in the 
ointment is that there is a deadline 
for the construction of the sewage 
treatment plant. 

The big problem in this instance 
is that North Reading is not a part 
of the MWRA. Many governmental 
approvals will be required, 
approvals which probably will take 
more than a year to acquire. 

John Felix, a MEPA Review 
Coordinator is on record as "we 
should strongly support." Later he 
comments on a discussion with 
Regional Director Bill Gaughan 
and Steve Johnson, both of whom, 
he reports "strongly" support the 


project and would like to sce it 
completed as soon as possible --- 
“environmental damage will 
continue to be occurring on the site 
until the sewer extension is 
completed.” 

A letter signed by Susan Norton 
of the MWRA Planning Program 
advises that the "proponent" 
(Wilmington - Sewer Commis- 
sioners), must “address down 
stream impacts to the Authority's 
(sewer) system and should address 
mitigation measures to climinate 
any downstream adverse impacts." 

That project is a subject which 
the sewer commissioners have been 
discussing for several months, with 
engineers and others. 

Susan Tierney discusses wetland 
problems, including 5,400 square 
feet of land under water, and the 
drinking water supply by the 
Ipswich River for several towns, 
downstream. That, she states, is 
“categorically included among the 
projects for which Environmental 
Impact Reports are required. She 
goes on to discuss the problems in 
a lengthy paragraph, and then 
states: 

“I find that neither the evaluation 
of the wetlands impact nor the 
discussion of mitigation are 
complete: No habitat analysis of the 
3,000 feet of bank to be altered has 
been presented. Few details for 
wetland revegetation and wetland 
replication are given. I find that all 
lands subject to Article 97 of the 
state Constitution have been 
identified. I find that no plans have 
been presented to remove and 
dispose of hazardous waste 
contaminated soils. | agree with the 
MWRA that. no} analysis of 
potential capacity problems in the 
MWRA system below the project 
has been made. The proponent has 
left far too many environmental 
decisions to the responsibility of 
the contractor.” 

"It is my judgment that the 
waiver request does not have 
merit, fails to meet the tests 
established - I deny the waiver and 
require the preparation of the 
mandated EIR." 

Another letter from John Felix 
advises that the "proponent (sewer 
commissioners should be advised 
that the department has 
experienced major problems in the 
past with construction projects) and 
then goes on to discuss one site

Now I had to deal with the flat 
tire.

what understated fashion. In reali- 
ly, three generations of Mahers 
have been pioneers in groundwa- 
ter drilling, building one of the

Jack Maher was the first to fol 
low in his father's footsteps, 
assuming @ partnership role in the 
company in 1956. Jack was fol- 
lowed by his brother Denis in 
1970. The two recall clearly the

Over the last decade the D.L. 
Maher Co. has focused on diversi- 


fication, While the water supply 
portion of the business consists of 
finding, servicing and replacing 
existing supplies, the new empha- 
sis is On environmental issues. 

Just recently, The Maher 
Companics headed west and 
founded Maher Environmental, 
Inc., an environmental drilling 
services company based in 
Tempe, Arizona. 

Among the state-of-the-art, 
equipment owned by, The Maher 
Companies are their Dual Rotary 
drill rigs, which can penetrate the 
most difficult boulder or cobble 
foundations.

"Dr. Kohli said I'd been 
through all the stages of the con- 
dition. In fact, he said the nerve 
was held in so tight that it popped 
free as soon as he made the inci- 
sion," she recalls. 

Three weeks after the proce- 
dure, "there is still some pain. But 
now when I get a shooting pain up 
my arm I know it's a healing pain. 
Now my hand feels like part of 
my body again, not like some- 
thing useless just hanging here. I'd 
do it again in a minute, especially 
with Dr. Kohli there. He gave the 
confidence to go through with the 
surgery and regain my indepen- 
dence,” she says.
